The point which has been 
overlooked is that Mr. Martin 
said all available supplies would 
be allocated exclusively for re- 
serch by a Special committee of 
eminent Canadian medical men. 

This statement included this 
note of warning, “ACTH like 
Cortisone, seems to hold promise 
for the treatment of a number of 
diseases. But since on the basis 
of present knowledge only ex- 
ceedingly small quantities of 
these drugs can be produced, 
they will be used exclusively for 
research to determine their full 
effect ...”. 

The University of California 
foes farther, reporting Dr, Jer- 
ome W. Conn of the University 
of Michigan Medica! Schoo! had 
said only the “nice” side of the 
story had been told because 
these drugs might cause high 
blood pressure and diabetes 

He is reported to have warned 
they might even change a per- 
sons entire appearance 

This is only one reason why 
research {1s vital before any 
chance can be taken in adminis- 
tering these substances 

That research may require 
months or even years before we 
can know elther substance is ef- 
fective or not dangerous.

Neither substance may ever 
meet the necessary tests. 

This is a hard fact to take, if 
you are suffering from this ail- 
ment, 

It is cruelly tantalizing to hear 
of the possibility of a cure and 
yet be compelled to walt to ob- 
tain it. 

The fault is in the premature 
announcement of the possibility, 

But the fact is that neither sub- 
stance has been adequately 
proven, 

This is not the worst of it, 

Even if these substances are 
fully tested, we still have no as- 
surance that it is going to be pos- 
sible to produce them in quanti- 
ties of any practical value, 


Doctors Still 
Experimenting 

At the present time experts are 
still searching for a method by 
which either substance can be 
produced in reasonable quanti- 
ties. 

Hon. Mr. Martin confirmed this 
fact in his statement to the 
House that Drs. Hench and Ken- 
dall of the Mayo Clinic, who are 
closely associated with the de- 
velopment of these drugs both 
emphasized that no responsible 
prediction could be given as to 
when adequate quantities would 
be available for any purpose, 

None of this would be of any 
consequence except for the fact 
that many people suffering from 
arthritis and hearing reports 
about these “cures” have been 
neglecting their former treat- 
ments and precautions, If that 
continues, it could lead to serious 
results. 

If the hope (and it ts still a 
hope) that a cure will emerge 
should result in widespread neg- 
lect of present-day treatments, 
and the resulting injury to thous- 
ands of sufferers, Cortisone and 
ACTH will be more of a curse 
than a blessing. 

Those who are suffering from 
arthritis will certainly hope for a 
speedy remedy and the rest of 
this nation should pray with them 
that some effective cure will 
emerge before too long. 

But until that day arrives, it 
would be folly for any sufferer 
to forget the warning of the men 
who know the most about this 
ailment. 

No one should neglect the 
treatment he may be taking.

Will Assist 
Farming Vets
